On May 26, 1969, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP-WUFENS) was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. It was based upon 
the concept of an international "National Socialist" movement, 
as espoused by the German Nafesi Party, which was headed by 
Adolf Hitler. The ANP-WUFENS supports and follows the line of 
hatred against Negroes, Jews and communists, through speeches, 
published literature, demonstrations, and publicity-seeking 
devices for the purpose of seeking a legitimate dominant political 
party within the United States and in foreign countries. 

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 1963, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this 
organization is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The 
George Lincoln Rockwell Party” and that the Virginia Assembly 
prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia-chartered organization. As of January 1, 1967, the 
official name of this organization was changed to "National 
Socialist White People’s Party," according to Commander Rockwell. 

On August 25, 1967, George Lincoln Rockwell was be 

assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters hi 
Building. The August 28, 1967, issue of the "Northern Virginia

The Minutemen , whose headquarters are in Norborne , 
Missouri, was organized in June, 1960 by Robert Bolivar DePugh, 
who has been publicly identified as the National Coordinator 
of the organization since its i nception. On September 8, 1969, 
he anno unced the appointment of I I 

1 to serve in this position while he completes a one 
year sentence in the U. S. Penitentiary for violation of the 
Federal Firearms Act. 

Past statements by Robert DePugh and literature 
distributed by the organization indicate the purpose of the 
Minutemen is to be the resistance to and exposure of, the spread 
of Communist influence within the United States; for the formation 
of a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops 
of any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this country; 
aiidresist passage of laws which would regulate private ownership 
of firearms. : - 

A source, who in July, 1969 had access to some 
Minutemen records, estimated that approximately 2,500 individuals 
have in the past expressed an interest in the Minutemen and 
have been considered as members by DePugh; however, source 
believes there are probably no more than 300 actual active 
members of the organization. A second source in October, 1969 
advised that the Minutemen tend' to grossly exaggerate ' the 
number of their members. The source estimated the actual 
membership to be no more than possibly 350 members. 

In April, 1966 DePugh, in his book Blueprint for 
Victory , wrote the Minutemen organization was then divxdmg into 
two bodies ; the Minutemen and the Patriotic Party . One group , 
the Minutemen, would be the resistance movement and the other, 
the Patriotic Party, whose proper function would be to serve 
as the political arm of a complete patriotic resistance movement.

The Minutemen, whose headquarters are in Norborne, 
Missouri, was organized in June, 1960 by Robert Bolivar DePugh, 
who has been publicly identified as the National Coordinator 
of the organization since its incep tion. On September 8, 1969 , 
he annou nced the appointment of his I 1 

~l to serve in this position while he completes a one- 
year sentence in the U. S. Penitentiary for violation of the 
Federal Firearms Act. 

Past statements by Robert DePugh and literature, 
distributed by the organization indicate the purpose of the 
Minutemen is to be the resistance to and exposure of, the spread' 
of Communist influence within the United States ; for the formation 
of a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops 
of any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this country; 
and resist passage of laws which would regulate private ownership 
of firearms. 

A source, who in July, 1969 had access to some 
Minutemen records, estimated that approximately 2,500 individuals 
have in the past expressed an interest in the Minutemen and 
have been considered as members by DePugh; however, source 
believes there are probably no more than 300 actual active 
members of the organization. A second source in October, 1969 
advised that the Minutemen tend to grossly exaggerate the 
number of their members. The source estimated the actual 
membership to be no more than possibly 350 members. 

In April, 1966 DePugh, in his book Blueprint for 
Victory , ' 7 rote the Minutemen organization was then dividing into 
two bodies; the Minutemen and the Patriotic Party. One group, 
the Minutemen, would be the resistance movement and the other, 
the Patriotic Party, has the function to serve as the 

political arm of a complete patriotic resistance movement. i*

MINUTEMEN 

The Minutemen, whose headquarters are in Norborne, 
Missouri, was organized in June, 1960 by Robert Bolivar" DePugh, 
who has been publicly identified as the National Coordinator 
of the organization since its incep tion. On September 8. 1969. 
he anno unced the appointment of his 

I . to serve in this position while he completes a one- 
year sentence in the U. S. Penitentiary for violation of the 
Federal Firearms Act. 

Past statements by Robert DePugh and literature, 
distributed by the organization indicate the purpose of the 
Minutemen is to be the resistance to and exposure of, the spread' 
of Communist influence within the United States ; for the formation 
of a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops 
of any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this country; 
and resist passage of laws which would regulate private ownership 
of firearms. 

A source, who in July, 1969 had access to some 
Minutemen records, estimated that approximately 2,500 individuals 
have in the past expressed an interest in the Minutemen and 
have been considered as members by DePugh; however, source 
believes there are probably no more than 300 actual active 
members of the organization. A second source in October, 1969 
advised that the 'Minutemen tend to grossly exaggerate the 
number of their members. The source estimated the actual 
membership to be no more , than possibly 350 members. 

In April, 1966 DePugh, in his book Blueprint for 
Victory , wrote the Minutemen organization was then dividing into 
two bodies; the Minutemen and the Patriotic Party. One group, 
the Minutemen, would be the resistance movement and the other, 
the Patriotic Party, has the function to serve as the 

political arm of a complete patriotic resistance movement.

been arrested in the past on charge of violations of the Federal

The BPP ^headquarters in Washington, D. C., has 
about 15 members ij.ving on the premises and they had 
other apartments in the Washington, D. C., area. They all 
range in age from 19 to 25 years.

The permanent officer on duty at the BPP head- 
quarters in Washington is a female Negro, about 23 years 
old. S’ 3” tall, slender build, light charcoal complexion, 
with very thick busj? style haircut about §ix inches long. 
She spends her time teaching pre-school children about 
the BPP programs. 


The permanent guard on duty is a male, Negro, 
about 25 years old, 6’ 2" tall, weighing 220 pounds, with 
coal black complexion, who les a member of the U. S. Army 
in Germany for' about six years. 

The remainder of those staying at the BPP 
headquarters are described as "floaters" and "young ‘ 
hoodlums . " 


The only activity the boys could recall- in which 
they had engaged out of the Washington office of PP was 
a to Suitland High School, where they attempted to 

recruit among the students . 

According to the boys, every member of the PP 
T was supposed to receive two hours a day in class or study 
in topics including Marxism, teachings of Mao and "the 
race struggle . " Those living at the PP headquarters used 
marijuana, although -they are instructed not to be "stoned" 
or intoxicated when -they engage in PP activities. The 
boys and girls are very promiscuous . They stated all of 
the members believe that the telephones at the headquarters 
are tapped. ,

Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panth^: 1 
Party (BPP) was started during- December,- 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can tajce control of 
the life, politi cs and the destiny of the b lack community. It 


was organized by 
BPP Minister of uerense. 


|, and Huey P. Newton, 
Newton was sentenced in 1968 to serve 


2 to 15 years after being convicted of manslaughter in connection 
with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself _ as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to arm 
themselves against the police who are consistently referred to 
in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7. 1968, . 

contain s an editorial | I 

1 which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keep- 
ing is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement "...we will not dissent from American Government. We 
will overthrow it . " 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman Mao Tse-tung of the 
People's Republic of China and feature Mao's statement that 
"political power grows -out of the barrel of a gun." 

The national headquarters of the BPP is. located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have been 
established at various locations throughout the United States .
